He coupled that with a charge 
the administration "allowed the 
situation to deteriorate in Viet 
Nam" during President John­ 
son's 1964 
campaign against 
Republican 
challenger Barry 
Goldwater. 


"Why have the American 
people not been told the truth 
about the seriousness of the sit- 
uation in Southeast Asia?" wil­ 
liams asked in a speech pre­ 
pared for a conference of Re­ 
publican women. 
'^Shortages have developed. 
We are now rationing bombs 
and other military supplies," 
the Delaware 
senator 
said. 
"Why did the 
administration 
fool the American people? Was 
the election of any public offi- 


cial more important than the' 
life of an American boy?" 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara has denied UJ5. 
forces in South Viet Nam face 
supply shortages. 
Williams said that during the 
campaign 
Johnson ‘Accused 
Goldwater of being a trigger- 
happy warmonger for proposing 
some of the same military steps 
that he took immediately after 
the election". 
Goldwater addresses the GOP 
women after Williams today. 
Williams 
said he was not 
passing judgment on the wis­ 
dom of the military steps or­ 
dered by Johnson in the Viet­ 
namese war. 
"But why were Goldwater's 
suggestions denounced so vi­ 
ciously during the campaign 
and then 
after 
the election 
adopted by 
President John­ 
son?" he asked. 
Williams did not say what 


Goldwater suggestions he had in 
mind. 
"Why did Mr. McNamara, the 
secretary of defense, early in 
1964 promise that American 
boys would be home by Christ­ 
mas when they knew conditions 
in that area were rapidly de­ 
teriorating?" Williams asked. 
He added: "To show Just how 
bad the administration allowed 
the situation to deteriorate in 
Viet Nam during the campaign 
months, I quote Secretary Mc­ 
Namara’s statement on Nov. 20, 
1964, just two weeks after the 
elections. 
"This statement was in re­ 
sponse to a newsman's request 
to interview Gen. Maxwell Tay­ 
lor, former ambassador to Viet 
Nam: 
"It would be impossible for 
Max to talk to these people 
without leaving the impression 
that the situation is going to 
hell."

Against this, the officials say 
desertions from the South Viet­ 
namese regular army run cur­ 
rently at 6,600 a month, with 
additional desertions from the 
regional and the popular forces. 
These figures must be con­ 
sidered in proportion. The gov­ 
ernment military strength is 
estimated at 600,000, includ­ 
ing auxiliary units. The Viet 
Cong guerrillas, plus North 
Vietnamese regulars and vil­ 
lage auxiliaries, are estimated 
to total 200,000 to 250,000.

The Senate, after two hours of 
confusion, refused to accept that 
Wednesday night and sent the 
measure back to the House, 
asking for a conference at­ 
tempt at compromise.

said the 
House plan would cause more 
problems than it would solve. 
They suggested the whole is­ 
sue be postponed until the reg­ 
ular legislative session next 
January.

$302 Million Cut 
From Johnson 


WASHINGTON 
AP — The 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee slashed more than $302 mil­ 
lion today from the $14.3 bil­ 
lion President Johnson re­ 
quested to finance 24 federal 
agencies next year. 
It was the first substantial 
reduction recommended by the 
committee In five big money 
bills this session. The commit­ 
tee’s approval of several hefty 
increases in earlier bills has 
prompted the President to crit­ 
icize congressional spenders. 
But if the committee’s action 
today is sustained next week by 
the House, it may evoke more 
presidential criticism. 
Among other cuts, the com­ 
mittee knocked out the entire 
$19.7 million requested to get 
Project Mohole going. This is 
a National Science Foundation 
project to drill deep into the 
earth beneath the seat to try 
to find out about the earth’s age, 
make-up and other scientific 
data. Congress has provided 
$55.4 million for the project 
over the past four years.

defensive. 
Officials in Washington denied 
that this week’s unusual disclo­ 
sures resulted from any policy 
decision to signal a new and 
broader phase of warfare in 
Southeast Asia. Basic U.S. poli­ 
cy, they said, is still to keep 
the conflict confined to Viet Nam 
but Communist actions some­ 
times force counteractions out­ 
side that country. 
When such actions do occur 
the practice of the State and 


Defense departments have been 
to say nothing about them if 
possible and otherwise to make 
minimum disclosure. The justi­ 
fication offered for this prac­ 
tice is that sensitive relations 
with other governments are in­ 
volved. 
As the Viet Nam war grows in 
Intensity, however, it is now 
recognized here that the policy 
of silence may very well be 
more difficult to maintain. 
In the current case of the re­ 
port of casualties suffered over 
Laos, officials said the Defense 
Department 
had 
received 
queries about a week ago con­ 
cerning notification given to a 
family of a lost flyer. The fam­ 
ily reportedly was informed 
that the loss had occurred over 
Laos. 
When Pentagon officials looked 
into the matter, it was said, 
they found that the identification 
of Laos as the scene of com­ 
bat operations had been given 
in notices sent to a number of 
families and they therefore de­ 
cided that since this informa­ 
tion had been officially pro­ 
vided to next of kin they should 
issue a casualty report in res­ 
ponse to inquiries.

ON MOTHER’S DAY 
Mother’s Day celebrates motherhood. It centers 
attention on those who gave us birth and who, 
in our earliest years, gave life its direction. 
The fact is that in the hands of the mothers of 
the world lie those potent influences which 
may make or mar life. 
No other person can take the place of mother. 
Others may furnish a child with an education, 
provide a home for him, give him money and 
look after his physical needs; but no one except 
a mother can give herself with that utter 
abandon that w'e associate with motherhood. 
She asks nothing in return. 
It is to their mothers that children look for 
those little things that are so dear to childish 
hearts and which make life so innocently happy 
and worthwhile. It is beside them they kneel 
when they are taught to say their childhood 
prayers. It is to them they look with confidence 
for advice and help. To them they go when 
injured in body or bruised in spirit. To them 
they tell their trials and troubles and diffi­ 
culties—all in the knowldege that they will 
find in mother a sympathetic and understand­ 
ing ear and a heart of love. What bruises and 
heartaches she has healed! What comfort she 
has given! What loving ministrations of a thou­ 
sand kinds have been hers! 
Miss Ann Jarvis of Philadelphia, who origi­ 
nated the idea of Mother’s Day many years 
ago, deserves a place in the national memory 
for thus calling attention to the debt that chil­ 
dren owe their mothers. As a result of her 
efforts, the United States Congress on May 
10, 1913, passed a resolution making the second 
Sunday in May 
a national holiday ‘‘dedicated 
to the memory of the best mother in the world, 
your mother.” 
First recognized in the United States as a na­ 
tional institution, Mother’s Day has since spread 
to other parts of the world. It is a day of 
remembrance. It should also be a day of re­ 
dedication to the moral and spiritual principles 
of Christian motherhood. Lives should be en­ 
nobled by the contemplation of such principles 
and such ideals; it should be hallowed by the 
memory of those who, by lives of unselfish 
devotion, have given courage and inspiration for 
noble living. 
What America needs today is more praying 
mothers, whomen who are spiritually minded, 
who recognize the key position .they occupy 
simply by virtue of being mothers. America 
should hark back to the hardy virtues of the pio­ 
neers of an earlier generation. Our nation 
needs today not so much some economic panacea, 
some new system of balancing the national 
budget, some better controlled space missile 
or some new international policy; what it needs 
most are the inspiration and guidance to be 
gained from a genuinely:Christian motherhood. 
Mother’s Day marks the annual occasion on 
which, as a nation, we acknowledge special 
respect to, and reverence for, motherhood— 
a motherhood characterized by those qualities 
which we look up to as ideals towards which 
we should all constantly strive. 
This Mother’s Day ought to inspire us, young 
and old alike, with a passion for doing right 
because it is right; with a determination to 
live more wholesomely and more unselfishly 
because we have taken time once more to recall 
our own mothers and those glorious virtues— 
purity, honor, modesty, kindliness, virtue, un­ 
selfish devotion and parental love—that we 
associate with ideal motherhood.

EXECUTIVE PRIVILEGE 
A FREEDOM OF INFORMATION BILL looks 
at long last to be sure of adoption at this ses­ 
sion of Congress. The Senate passed it last 
October after a 10-year fight. The bill does 
not bear the imprint of the Johnson adminis­ 
tration, and there has been some speculation 
about a veto. But one of the chief sponsors, 
Rep. John E. Moss (D Calif.), said on April 
27 that he did not think the President would 
block the measure. 
The statement was made as the House Gov­ 
ernment Operations Committee was approving 
the Senate bill, clearing it for action by the 
whole House. In broad terms, the measure 
establishes the legal principle that every citi­ 
zen has the right to examine his government’s 
records. Specifically exempted are personnel 
files, security matters, trade secrets, and 
investigative dossiers of law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 
The Justice Department, in addition to opposing 
the bill in general, has sought unsuccessfully 
to write into it specific affirmation of the 
President’s right to exercise “executive privi­ 
lege” in withholding information. The doctrine 
of executive privilege is one which Congress 
has never accepted. Nevertheless, it is under­ 
stood that the House Government Operations 
Committee’s final report will contain language 
stating the measure did not affect the principle. 
ONE OF THE EARLIEST INSTANCES of Pres­ 
idential refusal of a congressional request for 
information occurred in 1796. The House called 
for the Instructions that had been given to 
Chief Justice Jay when he went to England in 
17°4 to negotiate the treaty bearing his nsmo 


President Washington, with the unanimous 
support of his Cabinet, refused to comply on 
the ground that disclosure would have an un­ 
favorable effect on future foreign negotiations. 
Moreover, the first President found that the 
request was not “ relative to any purpose under 
cognizance of the House of Representatives.” 
Later Presidents have been no less jealous 
of their prerogatives. Theodore Roosevelt sent 
the Senate the declaration that “The heads of 
departments are subject to the Constitution and 
laws passed by Congress. . .and to the direction 
of the President of the United States, and to no 
other direction whatever.” 
Conflict between Congress and the Executive 
over employee loyalty data begain in the F.D. 
Roosevelt administration and reached a fever 
in the Truman administration. Throughout the 
McCarthy investigations and MacArthur hear­ 
ings Truman stood on high ground. 
THE SEPARATION 
OF 
GOVERNMENTAL 
POWERS provided by the U.S. Constitution is 
the root of the doctrine of executive privilege. 
The relative independence of the three co­ 
ordinate branches of government forecloses 
coercion of one by another. The only recourse 
of Congress is to institute impeachment proceed­ 
ings. Refusal to furnish information is hardly the 
sort of high crime that would call for removal 
from office. 
As early as 1803 the Supreme Court clothed 
persons appointed by the President with his 
authority, saying that when they performed 
duties “ in conformity with his orders” then 
“their acts are his acts.” In 1941 Atty. Gen. 
Jackson (later Supreme Court Justice) cited 
a long list of cases for the House Naval Af­ 
fairs Committee and said: “The courts have re­ 
peatedly held that they will not and cannot 
require the Executive to produce. . .papers 
when in the opinion of the Executive their 
production is contrary to the public interest.” 
The courts would be even less likely to honor a 
citizen or press demand for Executive papers.

President John F. Kennedy organized a club 
five years ago to help meet his 1960 campaign 
deficit. The club became the Democrats* chief 
source of financial support. 
In the 1964 campaign gifts of $500 or more 
accounted for 69 per cent of all money entering 
party coffers. 
The Democrats hope to raise $6 million by 
November—$2 million to liquidate the 1964 
campaign debt, $4 million to help elect this 
year’s candidates for state and national office. 
The number of President’s club functions is 
a closely guarded secret if it is in fact known. 
But the President has his work cut out for him 
traveling, eating, handshaking and dancing if 
the party raises $6 million in six months. 
Only a superman could do it and for a man 
occupying the awesome presidential job at the 
same time, the task calls for working a miracle.

Feud Brews Between Labor 
and Fulbright As They Pres­

Him to Probe Soviet - 
Latin Action. 
Washington, D. C.i •• Behind 
the scenes a quiet but taut duel 
is being fought between Sen. J. 
William Fulbright and 
some 
mighty 
powerful legions 
of 
President Johnson's camp—the 
nation's labor leaders. 
East is East and West, West. 
But the union chiefs want the 
train to meet in the hearing 
room of Mr. Fulbright’s Sen­ 
ate Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations. 
The labor movement’s top of­ 
ficials and their own interna­ 
tional affairs specialists have 
been urging the gentleman from 
Arkansas to take time out of 
his probes of the Viet 
Nam 
conflict and hold "thorough­ 
going” hearings into the Com­ 
munist Tri - Continental Con­ 
ference held in Havana earlier 
this year. 
Politely, but very indeed, the 
Senator rejected the 
written 
request of the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council, labor's highest 
policy • making presidium. 
On 
March 4 the Council's 
foreign affairs specialist, Jay 
Lovestone, head of the AFL- 
CIO's Department of Interna­ 
tional Affairs, wrote Mr. Ful­ 
bright. 
The globe • trotting labor man 
explicitly pointed 
to a para­ 
graph in the Council's resolu­ 
tion urging the F'ulbright com­ 
mittee to conduct “ thorough­ 
going hearings on the Havana 
Conference with the aim 
of 
enlightening the American peo­ 
ple about its sinister aim s and 
to 
propose 
constructive 
measures 
for 
defeating the 
Communist threat to peace and 
freedom in the 
Western Hemi­ 
sphere.” 
On 
March 17, it now can be 
reported, Sen. Fulbright replied 
to Mr. Lovestone, saying that 
his committee had a very tough 
schedule and was quite occu­ 
pied 
with the 
crisis in Asia. 
In his letter Mr. Fulbright 
disclosed that his committee 
had been in close contact with 
the Executive Branch and was 
able to keep up with Commu­ 
nist activity in Latin Ameri­ 
ca. 


But, he added, the Commit­ 
tee schedule was so tight that

What concerns the AFL -CIO 
is the preparation by the Tri-

as 
Venezuela and Bolivia, but in 
Puerto Rico as well.

Particularly he is planning to 
reform HEW's system of giving 
universities grants to investi­

HEW's 
division of accident 
prevention. 
Dr. Lee plans to specify that 
when a university or any 
in­ 
dividual gets a government re­ 
search grant, the contract shall 
set a deadline for completion of 
the work and 
that its results 
shall be made public. 
In the past, various reports 
on auto safety were stalled. 
When researchers asked 
uni­ 
versities for the results 
of 
their work -• results which cost 
the taxpayers several hundred 
thousand dollars — they were 
referred back to HEW. And 
When 
HEW was queried, the 
inquiries were referred back 
to the university. 
Dr. Lee wants to end 
this 
merry-go-round. 
LEGAL EAGLE 
The sm artest thing the Detroit 
motor moguls did in the auto 
safety hearings was to hire 
Lloyd Cutler as their attorney. 
Cutler is a close friend 
of 
Secretary of Commerce 
John 
T. Connor, who will be entrusted 
with enforcing the safety stan­ 
dards 
if and when congress 
writes them. Connor thought so 
highly of Cutler that he wanted 
to appoint him under secretary 
of commerce. 
However, there was too much 
opposition, due to his repre­ 
sentation of powerful big busi­ 
ness clients, particularly the 
drug industry and the Swiss Ri- 
terhandel Cartel. R was Cut­ 
ler's skillful maneuvering on 
behalf of the drug companies, 
including Merck and Company, 
which succeeded in pulling the 
teeth of the Kefauver Drug BUI. 
Secretary Connor at that time 
was head of Merck and Com­ 
pany, one of those who retained 
Cutler. 
Interhandel 
was the Swiss 
company which took over the as­ 
sets 
of 
General Aniline and 
Film , the American counter­ 
part of the Nazi Cartel I. G. 
Farben. The 
justice 
depart­ 
ment in the past had branded 
Interhandel as a blind for the 
N azis, but Cutler helped per­ 
suade Bobby Kennedy, 
then 
attorney general, to negotiate 
a deal which sent $100 mil­ 
lion to the Swiss blind. 
Immediately after the auto­ 
mobile Industry retained Cut­ 
ler, its image began 
to im­ 
prove in Washington. 
Working late at night over 
the weekend, Cutler persuaded 
the 
automobile 
industry to 
change its tactics and not op­ 
pose the administration’s auto 
safety bill head-on. He advised 
an oblique attack instead. This 


was 
why 
the industry was 
credited with a “ U turn” in 
accepting federal safety stan­ 
dards. 
Actually 
this was 
not 
the 
case. What happened was that 
Cutler got the motor moguls to 
agree to the idea of having sec­ 
retary of commerce — at the 
moment John Connor, a form­ 
er General Motors director — 
as the man who would enforce 
safety standards. But 
Cutler 
turned around and proposed so 
many amendments against too 
much federal safety control that 
Connor, friendly as he is, will 
not have much authority. After 
all, Connor won’t be in the job 
forever. 
SAFETY-BUT WHEN? 
Here are the gimmicks which 
Cutler proposed for the 
auto 
safety bill: 
AMENDMENT NO. 1 - Was 
“ Delay.” The automobile mak­ 
er s could appeal to the U.S. 
District Court, then to the ap­ 
peals court, then to the supreme 
court, under Cutler's plan, if 
they don’t like safety rulings 
by the secretary of com m erce. 
AMENDMENT NO. 2 -C u tler 
proposed that the new auto safe­ 
ty law stretch the two - year 
lim it for the auto industry to 
make design changes. 
AMENDMENT NO. 3 -C u tler 
has concocted a new formula 
for safety standards. In addi­ 
tion 
to 
reasonableness and 
practicality, 
he 
would add 
“ cost” and whether the safety 
changes were “within present 
engineering and manufacturing 
art.” 
AMENDMENT NO. 4 - Cutler 
conceived the idea of changing 
the proposed fine of $1,000 per 
vehicle, to be assessed against 
the motor industry for safety 
failure, to a total of $100,000. 
This is a drastic reduction, 
since 
a 
fine 
of $1,000 per 
vehicle could run into millions 
of dollars. 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 -C utler 
introduced the idea of safety 
participation by the states. Hie 
states have a very diverse and 
confusing system of enforcing 
automobile safety, with many 
states having no such machin­ 
ery at a ll. To consult the states 
would definitely nullify federal 
attempts to automobile safety. 
Chief aim of the Cutler amend­ 
ments is to create machinery 
for 
enforcing 
safety by 
the 
automobile 
industry, not 
by 
the U. S. government. 
Note - Secretary 
Connor 
delivered 
a 
recent speech 
lauding the automobile indus­ 
try on safety, despite the feet 
that it has now called 
back 
thousands of cars to adjust 
defects, and despite the fact that 
General 
Motors hounded the 
young man who pointed to these 
defects, 
Ralph 
Nader, even 
placing a private detective on 
his trail.

ported had been suppressed.

was under heavy criticism from 
Latin American diplomats. 
On April 28 the U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court followed the Pear­ 
son revelations that two D. C. 
painters union bosses, Robert 
Lowry and John T. Lyons, had 
. criminal 
records, therefore 
must get out as head of Wash­ 
ington’s district council 51. 
On April 29 a federal court 
finally ratified a settlement of 
the Hanna 
mining nickel suit, 
thereby confirming stories un­ 
earthed by Pearson in the early 
days of the Eisenhower 
ad­ 
ministration, 1954, 
reporting 
that the company once domi­ 
nated by George M. Humphrey,

tics at his command to avoid 
the issue of Communism.” Miss 
Knight was then working for the 
Truman administration. 
The Pèarson revelation has 
been the subject of widespread 
comment. 
On 
February 
7, 1966, the 
Washington merry-go-round re­ 
vealed a bomb shortage in Viet 
Nam. This has been the subject 
of senate comment and a recent 
congressional investigation. 
This is some of the news 
ahead of the news which Pear­ 
son and Anderson have been giv­ 
ing you of late.

AP — Ralph 
Nader, one of the greatest pains 
in the neck the automobile in­ 
dustry ever encountered, has 
put in years analyzing the prob­ 
lem of safety in American cars 
but not much time analyzing 
himself. 
As few ever have, this tall, 
gangling, unmarried, 32-year- 
old lawyer has helped light a 
fire under Congress and the au­ 
tomakers with his criticism of 
the latter and his crusade for 
safer cars. 
He has done it with his book, 
“ Unsafe At Any Speed,“ which 
hasn't made him a fortune, and 
his statements before Congress 
and groups anxious to hear his 
attacks. 
This year Congress may pass 
a law laying down federal safe­ 
ty standards and requirements 
such as have never been im­ 
posed on the industry. The auto­ 
makers 
finally thought this 
might be worthwhile although a 
few weeks before they didn't. 
Nader is not only not a me­ 
chanic, he doesn't own a car. He 
has gathered his information' 
from 
various sources, like 
studies and engineering 
re­ 
ports. He often goes sleepless 
to do research and prepare his 
next day's statements. 
The night before last, getting 
ready 
to appear before 
a 
congressional 
committee 
Wednesday he didn't sleep at 
all. And when he arrived he had 
such a bundle of material he 
needed both arms to carry it. 
Nader, a graduate of Prince­ 
ton and Harvard Law School, 
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gave up a law practice to devote 
himself full time to this cause. 
Why? What makes him tick? 
What's the motivation behind 
this use of his life for this 
crusade? 
Ask him, and he's a little 
blank. He relishes the question. 
He grins and rubs his head and 
makes a hasty expedition back 
through his life to childhood in 
search of the answer. He can't 
be sure. He can only guess. 
And his guess is vague. He 
thinks his parents, Lebanese 
with a restaurant in Winsted, 
Conn., were an influence but he 
can't say how. He knows he al­ 
ways felt people should do good 
for one another. 
He called it public service, ft 
didn't involve making money. 
For some reason, trying to ex­ 
plain, he thought of the dignity 
of man and the time he was four 
years old in the Eastern Ortho­ 
dox Church his family attended. 
He was in line with a lot of 
other boys, waiting to go up and 
kiss the bishop's hand, and he 
didn't want to because 
he 
thought it was an indignity to 
him. Beyond that he seemed at 
a loss for his motivation about 
safe cars. 
Except for this: He said “I 
have been interested in auto 
safety ever since my school 
days when I saw too much blood 
on the highway.'' The auto in­ 
dustry's reaction to him hasn't 
been exactly warm. 
Henry Ford n, head of the 
Ford Motor Co., said that if 
Nader was a good engineer he 
could have a job at Ford but 
“ Frankly, I don't think 
he 
knows very much about auto­ 
mobiles.'' 
And General Motors had pri­ 
vate detectives investigate his 
life. Nader testified that after 
his book was published gum­ 
shoes followed him, quizzed his 
friends 
and old 
college ac­ 
quaintances about his sex life, 
asking whether he was anti- 
Semitic and if he belonged to 
any 
left-wing groups. They 
found nothing against him. 
And on an extraordinary day, 
James M. Roche, president of 
General Motors, apologized be­ 
fore a Senate committee for the 
sleuthing, explaining it was to 
find out if Nader had any con­ 
nection with damage claims 
against GM. 
Nader had traveled a lot over­ 
seas, writing about problems he 
saw, and then came home to 
concentrate 
on automobiles, 
believing, he said, he couldn't 
solve 
foreign problems 
but 
might help solve some at home. 
He has other projects in mind 
when this is finished but won't 
disclose them. One friend said 
of him: 
“ The good thing about what 
he is doing is that it shows the 
individual counts and can get 
things done. The old saying 
about 
individual effort—‘you 
can’t fight city hall' -- didn't 
count in his case.''

Business Looking 
Good, Worries Brokers

NEW YORK AP — Business 
Is looking so good that Wall 
Street is worried. Stock traders 
are edgy lest business is looking 
too good. But many business­ 
men are inclined to think the 
stock market is flunking as a 
barometer. 
Stock traders' fears are two- 
sided. 
First, the unexpected 
size of the economy's advance in 
the first three months of the 
year may have fired business 
and consumer confidence to the 
overheating stage. Or second, 
the big spurt in prices and prof­ 
its may beef up labor’s de­ 
mands and also encourage taxes 
in an election year. 
Businessmen and bankers are 
cautioning that it's too early yet 
to be sure of either of these out­ 
comes. They note that thebusi- ■ 
ness spurt this year is far from 
universal and the pace is irre­ 
gular. They point to some weak­ 
nesses, or at least slowdowns, 
that are beginning to appear. 
These prophets of caution cite 
a slackening of late in the rate 
of new orders in the steel indus­ 
try and the 5 per cent lag in new 
car sales this April from a year 
ago. Housing starts for the year 
are well below previous rates. 
And leading corporations have 


announced cuts in their spend­ 
ing plans this year for expan­ 
sion and modernization. 
The nation’s purchasing agents 
have told their association they 
see this quarter as hitting the 
peak pace for 1966—with level­ 
ing off starting at midyear. 
Early this week, however, 
stock traders were concentrat­ 
ing more on the threats of gov­ 
ernment 
intervention to cool 
down a boom that had grown 
hotter than expected. And most 
of the news reports added to 
their nervousness. 
Further 
expansion of 
the 
economy, at least through the 
current quarter, is all but taken 
for granted.

They may drop further 
the next month or so, but they 
are likely to go up later this 
summer. 
Poultry 
prices have been 
higher than a year ago — about 
4 cents a pound for fryers. 
Many stores already are featur­ 
ing specials on turkeys. 
Fair weather in the Corn Belt 
cut the number of pigs moving 
to market this week, raising 
packers' prices. Pork supplies 
are down 2 to 4 per cent from 
last spring, but much better 
than they were last winter. Re­ 
tail prices may edge up this 
summer, but barring an unex­ 
pected spurt in demand—such 


as an escalation of the war in 
Viet Nam—they are not likely to 
be as high as they were in Jan­ 
uary. 
Potatoes, which were compar­ 
atively expensive last summer, 
should be much cheaper. Sweet 
corn, celery, carrots, cabbage 
artichokes, cucumbers, greens, 
lettuce, onions, squash, sweet 
potatoes and tomatoes are mov­ 
ing to market in increased num­ 
bers.

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THE SUPREME COURT 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
A Review of the 1964 Term 


VIII. COMMUNISTS 
Communists in the Supreme 
Court have had both their ups 
and their downs in recent years. 
During the 
1964 term , the 
domestic Communists fared de­ 
cidedly better than the foreign 
ones. In United States v. Brown, 
another bare 5-to-4 majority 
held unconstitutional a Federal 
statute that barred Communists 
from serving as union officers 
or employees, thereby over­ 
ruling a 1950 Supreme Court 
case. The majority struck down 
the statute as a *9)111 of at­ 
tainder,” or a legislative pun­ 
ishment of Communists with­ 
out trial. 
Four 
dissenters, 
Justices 
White, Clark, Harlan and Stew­ 
art, held that the statute was 
not designed to punish Com­ 
munists but to keep them out 
of key union positions where 
they could fom ent political or 
revolutionary strikes. It is a 
propensity that extends even to 
North America. Indeed, the Su­ 
preme Court of British Colum­ 
bia has declared: 
“ It is quite possible that a 
Communist could appear super­ 
ficially to be a good business 
agent for a union. 
His al­ 
legiance to communism, his 
belief that capitalism must be 
destroyed, would certainly not 
lead him to ameliorate his de­ 
mands on capitalist employers. 
They might, indeed, induce him 
to exaggerate those demands to 
the breaking point in the hope 
of destroying, in the person of 
the employing corporation, a 
unit of capitalist society. His 
underlying beliefs must, for 
the reasons I have stated, make 
him ultimately inimical to free 
trade 
unions which 
flourish 
most luxuriantly in the atmos­ 
phere of capitalism.” 
The Court's answer to all of 
this is an extended historical 
analysis designed to prove that 
because some bills of attainder 
have had preventive as well as 
retributive functions, a statute 
that singles out a group witl 
known revolutionary doctrine 
and keeps them out of sensi­ 
tive positions provides for pun­ 
ishing them without trial. 01 
course, any country that has 
permitted Communists to ob­ 
tain sensitive positions has soon 
found that 
such liberty 
is 
eagerly seized upon to foment 
a revolution, after which there 
is no further occasion for a 
trial because the revolution is 
an accomplished fact. In short, 
it is not generally possible to 
prove in the Anglo-American 
tradition that a Communist is 
a revolutionary’ until it is too 
late. One would have thought 
that facts so well known to 
all that judicial notice may be 
taken of them would provide an 
adequate substitute for formal 
proof in cases involving Com­ 
munists as in other cases. Ig­ 
norance may be bliss, but a 
Communist take-over is not. 
If reports reaching the marble

are 
scanty, at least a better flow 
of information is in evidence 
regarding foreign Communists. 
Speaking through Chief Justice 
Warren, the Court held that 
Congress could constitutionally 
limit foreign travel by Ameri­ 
cans, and had delegated such 
power to the President and Sec­ 
retary of State by giving them 
control over passports.

“ It is moreover, the judgment 
of the State Department that a 
major goal of the Castro re­ 
gime is to export its Com­ 
munist revolution to the rest 
of Latin America.

to discourage such travel. It 
also cannot be forgotten that 
in the early days of the Castro 
regime, United States citizens 
were arrested and imprisoned 
without charges. We think, par­ 
ticularly in view of the Presi­ 
dent’s statutory obligation to 
“ use such means, not amount­ 
ing to acts of war, as he may 
think necessary and proper” 
to secure the release of an 
American citizen unjustly de­ 
prived of his liberty by a for­ 
eign government, that the Sec­ 
retary has justifiably concluded 
that travel to Cuba by American 
citizens might involve the na­ 
tion in dangerous international 
incidents, and that the Consti­ 
tution does not require him to 
validate 
passports for such 
travel.”

$302 Million Cut 
From Johnson 


WASHINGTON

tee slashed more than $302 mil­

ON* MOTHER’S DAY 
Mother’s Day celebrates motherhood. It centers 
attention on those who gave us birth and who, 
in our earliest years, gave life its direction. 
The fact is that in the hands of the mothers of 
the world lie those potent influences which 
may make or mar life. 
No other person can take the place of mother. 
Others may furnish a child with an education, 
provide a home for him, give him money and 
look after his physical needs; but no one except 
a mother can give herself with that utter 
abandon that we associate writh motherhood. 
She asks nothing in return. 
It is to their mothers that children look for 
those little things that are so dear to childish 
hearts and which make life so innocently happy 
and worthwhile. It is beside them they kneel 
when they are taught to say their childhood 
prayers. It is to them they look with confidence 
for advice and help. To them they go when 
injured in body or bruised in spirit. To them 
they tell their trials and troubles and diffi­ 
culties—all in the knowldege that they will 
find in mother a sympathetic and understand­ 
ing ear and a heart of love. What bruises and 
heartaches she has healed! What comfort she 
has given! What loving ministrations of a thou­ 
sand kinds have been hers! 
Miss Ann Jarvis of Philadelphia, who origi­ 
nated the idea of Mother’s Day many years 
ago, deserves a place in the national memory 
for thus calling attention to the debt that chil­ 
dren owe their mothers. As a result of her 
efforts, the United States Congress on May 
10, 1913, passed a resolution making the second 
Sunday in May 
a national holiday “ dedicated 
to the memory of the best mother in the world, 
your m other.” 
First recognized in the United States as a na­ 
tional institution, Mother’s Day has since spread 
to other parts of the world. It is a day of 
remembrance. It should also be a day of re ­ 
dedication to the moral and spiritual principles 
of Christian motherhood. Lives should be en­ 
nobled by the contemplation of such principles 
and such ideals; it should be hallowed by the 
memory of those who, by lives of unselfish 
devotion, have given courage and inspiration for 
noble living. 
What America needs today is more praying 
mothers, whomen who are spiritually minded, 
who recognize the key position they occupy 
simply by virtue of being m others. America 
should hark back to the hardy virtues of the pio­ 
neers of an earlier generation. Our nation 
needs today not so much some economic panacea, 
some new system of balancing the national 
budget, some better controlled space missile 
or some new international policy; what it needs 
most are the inspiration and guidance to be 
gained from a genuinely* Christian motherhood. 
Mother’s Day marks the annual occasion on 
which, as a nation, we acknowledge special 
respect to, and reverence for, motherhood— 
a motherhood characterized by those qualities 
which we look up to as ideals towards which 
we should all constantly strive. 
This Mother’s Day ought to inspire us, young 
and old alike, with a passion for doing right 
because it is right; with a determination to 
live more wholesomely and more unselfishly 
because we have taken time once more to recall 
our own mothers and those glorious virtues— 
purity, honor, modesty, kindliness, virtue, un­ 
selfish devotion and parental love—that we 
associate with ideal motherhood.

EXECUTIVE PRIVILEGE 
A FREEDOM OF INFORMATION BILL looks 
at long last to be sure of adoption at this ses­ 
sion of Congress. The Senate passed it last 
October after a 10-year fight. The bill does 
not bear the imprint of the Johnson adminis­ 
tration, and there has been some speculation 
about a veto. But one of the chief sponsors, 
Rep. John E. Moss (D Calif.), said on April 
27 that he did not think the President would 
block the measure. 
The statement was made as the House Gov­ 
ernment Operations Committee was approving 
the Senate bill, clearing it for action by the 
whole House. In broad term s, the measure 
establishes the legal principle that every citi­ 
zen has the right to examine his government’s 
records. Specifically exempted are personnel 
files, security matters, trade secrets, and 
investigative dossiers of law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 
The Justice Department, in addition to opposing 
the bill in general, has sought unsuccessfully 
to write into it specific affirmation of the 
President’s right to exercise “ executive privi­ 
lege” in withholding information. The doctrine 
of executive privilege is one which Congress 
has never accepted. Nevertheless, it is under­ 
stood that the House Government Operations 
Committee’s final report will contain language 
stating the measure did not affect the principle. 
ONE OF THE EARLIEST INSTANCES of P res­ 
idential refusal of a congressional request for 
information occurred in 1796. The House called 
for the instructions that had been given to 
Chief Justice Jay when he went to England in 
17°4 to negotiate the treaty bearing his namo 


President Washington, with the unanimous 
support of his Cabinet, refused to comply on 
the ground that disclosure would have an un­ 
favorable effect on future foreign negotiations. 
Moreover, the first President found that the 
request was not “ relative to any purpose under 
cognizance of the House of Representatives.” 
Later Presidents have been no less jealous 
of their prerogatives. Theodore Roosevelt sent 
the Senate the declaration that “ The heads of 
departments are subject to the Constitution and 
law s passed by Congress. . .and to the direction 
of the President of the United States, and to no 
other direction whatever.” 
Conflict between Congress and the Executive 
over employee loyalty data begain in the F.D. 
Roosevelt administration and reached a fever 
in the Truman administration. Throughout the 
McCarthy investigations and MacArthur hear­ 
ings Truman stood on high ground. 
THE SEPARATION 
OF 
GOVERNMENTAL 
POWERS provided by the U.S. Constitution is 
the root of the doctrine of executive privilege. 
The relative independence of the three co­ 
ordinate branches of government forecloses 
coercion of one by another. The only recourse 
of Congress is to institute impeachment proceed­ 
ings. Refusal to furnish information is hardly the 
sort of high crim e that would call for removal 
from office. 
As early as 1803 the Supreme Court clothed 
persons appointed by the President with his 
authority, saying that when they performed 
duties “ in conformity with his orders” then 
“ their acts are his acts.” In 1941 Atty. Gen. 
Jackson (later Supreme Court Justice) cited 
a long list of cases for the House Naval Af­ 
fairs Committee and said: “ The courts have re ­ 
peatedly held that they will not and cannot 
require the Executive to produce. . .papers 
when in the opinion of the Executive their 
production is contrary to the public interest.” 
The courts would be even less likely to honor a 
citizen or press demand for Executive papers.

The Democrats hope to raise $6 million by 
November—$2 million to liquidate the 1964 
campaign debt, $4 million to help elect this 
year’s candidates for state and national office. 
The number of President’s club functions is 
a closely guarded secret if it is in fact known. 
But the President has his work cut out for him 
traveling, eating, handshaking and dancing if 
the party raises $6 million in six months.

Politely, but very indeed, the 
Senator rejected the

request of the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council, la b o r's highest 
policy • making presidium . 
On 
March 4 the Council's 
foreign affairs specialist, Jay 
Lovestone, head of the AFL- 
CIO's Department of Interna­ 
tional A ffairs, wrote Mr. Ful­ 
bright. 
The globe • trotting labor man 
explicitly pointed 
to a para­ 
graph in the Council's resolu­ 
tion urging the Fulbright com­ 
m ittee to conduct “ thorough­ 
going hearings on the Havana 
Conference with the aim 
of 
enlightening the Am erican peo­ 
ple about its sin ister aim s and 
to 
propose 
constructive 
m easures 
for 
defeating the 
Communist threat to peace and 
freedom in the 
W estern Hemi­ 
sphere.” 
On 
March 17, it now can be 
reported, Sen. Fulbright replied 
to Mr. Lovestone, saying that 
his committee had a very tough 
schedule and was quite occu­

What concerns the AFL -CIO

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON -- D r. Philip 
Lee, a two . fisted physician 
who has 
brought 
new life to 
the departm ent of health, edu­ 
cation, and welfare as a s sis­ 
tant secretary , is planning to 
shake off the dust and ruffle 
the papers of various reports 
inside his departm ent which 
cost 
the taxpayers hundreds 
of thousands of dollars but have 
scarcely seen the light of day. 
Particularly he is planning to 
reform HEW's system of giving 
universities grants to investi­ 
gate automobile safety and then 
perm itting the reports to 
be 
hushed up. 
L ast week this column re­ 
ported that half a dozen or so 
reports on auto safety has been 
suppressed by Leon Goldstein, 
chief of Grants Research 
in 
HEW's 
division of accident 
prevention. 
Dr. L ee plans to specify that 
when a university or any 
in­ 
dividual gets a government re ­ 
search grant, the contract shall 
set a deadline for completion of 
the work and 
that its results 
shall be made public. 
In the past, various reports 
on auto safety w ere stalled. 
When rese arch e rs asked 
uni­ 
versities for the resu lts 
of 
their work -• resu lts which cost 
the taxpayers several hundred 
thousand dollars — they were 
referred back to HEW. And 
When 
HEW was queried, the 
inquiries were referred back 
to the university. 
Dr. L ee wants to end 
this 
merry-go-round. 
LEGAL EAGLE 
The sm artest thing the Detroit 
motor moguls did in the auto 
safety hearings was to hire 
Lloyd Cutler as their attorney. 
Cutler is a close friend 
of 
Secretary of Com m erce 
John 
T. Connor, who will be entrusted 
with enforcing the safety stan­ 
dards 
if 
and when congress 
w rites them . Connor thought so 
highly of Cutler that he wanted 
to appoint him under secretary 
of com m erce. 
However, there was too much 
opposition, due to his re p re ­ 
sentation of powerful big busi­ 
ness clients, particularly the 
drug Industry and the Swiss In- 
terhandel Cartel. R was Cut­ 
le r's skillful maneuvering on 
behalf of the drug com panies, 
including Merck and Company, 
which succeeded in pulling the 
teeth of the Kefauver Drug Bill. 
S ecretary Connor at that tim e 
was head of Merck and Com­ 
pany, one of those who retained 
C utler. 
Interhandel 
was the Swiss 
company which took over the as­ 
sets 
of 
General Aniline and 
Film , the Am erican counter­ 
part of the Nazi c a rte l I. G. 
Farben. "Hie 
justice 
depart­ 
ment in the past had branded 
Interhandel as a blind for the 
Nazis, but Cutler helped p er­ 
suade Bobby Kennedy, 
then 
attorney general, to negotiate 
a deal which sent $100 m il­ 
lion to the Swiss blind. 
Im m ediately after the auto­ 
mobile Industry retained Cut­ 
le r, its image began 
to im ­ 
prove in Washington. 
Working late at night over 
the weekend, c u tler persuaded 
the 
automobile 
industry to 
change its tactics and not op­ 
pose the adm inistration's auto 
safety bill head-on. He advised 
an oblique attack instead. TTiis 


was 
why 
the industry was 
credited with a “ U turn” in 
accepting federal safety stan­ 
dards. 
Actually 
this was 
not 
the 
case. What happened was that 
Cutler got the motor moguls to 
agree to the idea of having sec­ 
retary of com m erce — at the 
moment John Connor, a form ­ 
er General Motors director — 
as the man who would enforce 
safety standards. But 
Cutler 
turned around and proposed so 
many amendments against too 
much federal safety control that 
Connor, friendly as he is, will 
not have much authority. After 
all, Connor won't be in the job 
forever. 
SAFETY-BUT WHEN? 
Here a re the gimmicks which 
Cutler proposed for the 
auto 
safety bill: 
AMENDMENT NO. 1 -- Was 
“ Delay.” The automobile mak­ 
e rs could appeal to the U.S. 
D istrict Court, then to the ap­ 
peals court, then to the suprem e 
court, under C utler's plan, if 
they don't like safety rulings 
by the secretary of com m erce. 
AMENDMENT NO. 2 -C u tle r 
proposed that the new auto safe­ 
ty law stretch the two - year 
lim it for the auto industry to 
make design changes. 
AMENDMENT NO. 3 -C u tle r 
has concocted a new formula 
for safety standards. In addi­ 
tion 
to 
reasonableness and 
practicality, 
he 
would add 
“ cost” and whether the safety 
changes were “ within present 
engineering and manufacturing 
a r t.” 
AMENDMENT NO. 4 - Cutler 
conceived the idea of changing 
the proposed fine of $1,000 per 
vehicle, to be assessed against 
the motor industry for safety 
failure, to a total of $100,000. 
This is a drastic reduction, 
since 
a 
fine 
of $1,000 per 
vehicle could run into millions 
of dollars. 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 -C u tle r 
introduced the idea of safety 
participation by the states. The 
states have a very diverse and 
confusing system of enforcing 
automobile safety, with many 
states having no such machin­ 
ery at all. To consult the states 
would definitely nullify federal 
attem pts to automobile safety. 
Chief aim of the Cutler amend­ 
ments is to create machinery 
for 
enforcing 
safety by 
the 
automobile 
industry, not 
by 
the U. S. government. 
Note - Secretary 
Connor 
delivered 
a 
recent speech 
lauding the automobile indus­ 
try on safety, despite the fcict 
that it has now called 
back 
thousands of ca rs to adjust 
defects, and despite the fiict that 
General 
Motors hounded the 
young man who pointed to these 
defects, 
Ralph 
Nader, even 
placing a private detective on 
his trail.

ON MOTHER’S DAY 
Mother’s Day celebrates motherhood. It centers 
attention on those who gave us birth and who, 
in our earliest years, gave life its direction. 
The fact is that in the hands of the mothers of 
the world lie those potent influences which 
may make or mar life. 
No other person can take the place of mother. 
Others may furnish a child with an education, 
provide a home for him, give him money and 
look after his physical needs; but no one except 
a mother can give herself with that utter 
abandon that we associate with motherhood. 
She asks nothing in return. 
It is to their mothers that children look for 
those little things that are so dear to childish 
hearts and which make life so innocently happy 
and worthwhile. It is beside them they kneel 
when they are taught to say their childhood 
prayers. It is to them they look with confidence 
for advice and help. To them they go when 
injured in body or bruised in spirit. To them 
they tell their trials and troubles and diffi­ 
culties—all 
in the knowldege that they will 
find in mother a sympathetic and understand­ 
ing ear and a heart of love. What bruises and 
heartaches she has healed! What comfort she 
has given! What loving ministrations of a thou­ 
sand kinds have been hers! 
Miss Ann Jarvis of Philadelphia, who origi­ 
nated the idea of Mother’s Day many years 
ago, deserves a place in the national memory 
for thus calling attention to the debt that chil­ 
dren owe their mothers. As a result of her 
efforts, the United States Congress on May 
IO, 1913, passed a resolution making the second 
Sunday in May 
a national holiday “ dedicated 
to the memory of the best mother in the world, 
your mother.” 
First recognized in the United States as a na­ 
tional institution. Mother’s Day has since spread 
to other parts of the world. It is a day of 
remembrance. It should also be a day of re­ 
dedication to the moral and spiritual principles 
of Christian motherhood. Lives should be en­ 
nobled by the contemplation of such principles 
and such ideals; it should be hallowed by the 
memory of those who, by lives of unselfish 
devotion, have given courage and inspiration for 
noble living. 
What America needs today is more praying 
mothers, whomen who are spiritually minded, 
who recognize the key position they occupy 
simply by virtue of being mothers. America 
should hark back to the hardy virtues of the pio­ 
neers of an earlier generation. Our nation 
needs today not so much some economic panacea, 
some new' system of balancing the national 
budget, some better controlled space m issile 
or some new international policy; what it needs 
most are the inspiration and guidance to be 
gained from a genuinely Christian motherhood. 
Mother’s Day marks the annual occasion on 
which, as a nation, we acknowledge special 
respect to, and reverence for, motherhood-- 
a motherhood characterized by those qualities 
which we look up to as ideals towards which 
we should all constantly strive. 
This Mother’s Day ought to inspire us, young 
and old alike, with a passion for doing right 
because it is right; with a determination to 
live more wholesomely and more unselfishly 
because we have taken time once more to recall 
our own mothers and those glorious virtues— 
purity, honor, modesty, kindliness, virtue, un­ 
selfish devotion and parental love—that we 
associate with ideal motherhood.

EXECUTIVE PRIVILEGE 
A FREEDOM OF INFORMATION BILL looks 
at long last to be sure of adoption at this se s­ 
sion of Congress. The Senate passed it last 
October after a 10-year fight. The bill does 
not bear the imprint of the Johnson adminis­ 
tration, and there has been some speculation 
about a veto. But one of the chief sponsors, 
Rep. John E. Moss (D Calif.), said on April 
27 that he did not think the President would 
block the measure. 
The statement was made as the House Gov­ 
ernment Operations Committee was approving 
the Senate bill, clearing it for action by the 
whole House. In broad terms, the measure 
establishes the legal principle that every citi­ 
zen has the right to examine his government’s 
records, Specifically exempted are personnel 
files, security matters, trade secrets, and 
investigative dossiers of law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 
The Justice Department, in addition to opposing 
the bill in general, has sought unsuccessfully 
to write into it specific affirmation of the 
President’s right to exercise “executive privi­ 
lege” in withholding information. The doctrine 
of executive privilege is one which Congress 
has never accepted. Nevertheless, it is under­ 
stood that the House Government Operations 
Committee’s final report will contain language 
stating the measure did not affect the principle. 
ONE OF THE EAR LIES! INSTANCES of Pres­ 
idential refusal of a congressional request for 
information occurred in 1796. The House called 
for the 
instructions that had been given to 
Chief Justice Jay when he went to England in 
17°4 to negotiate the treaty bearing his nsmp 


President Washington, with the unanimous 
support of his Cabinet, refused to comply on 
the ground that disclosure would have an un­ 
favorable effect on future foreign negotiations. 
Moreover, the first President found that the 
request was not “ relative to any purpose under 
cognizance of the House of Representatives.” 
Later Presidents have been no less jealous 
of their prerogatives. Theodore Roosevelt sent 
the Senate the declaration that “ The heads of 
departments are subject to the Constitution and 
law s passed by Congress. . .and to the direction 
of the President of the United States, and to no 
other direction whatever.” 
Conflict between Congress and the Executive 
over employee loyalty data begain in the F.D, 
Roosevelt administration and reached a fever 
in the Truman administration. Throughout the 
McCarthy investigations and MacArthur hear­ 
ings Truman stood on high ground. 
THE SEPARATION 
OF 
GOVERNMENTAL 
POWERS provided by the U.S. Constitution is 
the root of the doctrine of executive privilege. 
The relative independence of the three co­ 
ordinate branches of government forecloses 
coercion of one by another. The only recourse 
of Congress is to institute impeachment proceed­ 
ings. Refusal to furnish information is hardly the 
sort of high crime that would call for removal 
from office. 
As early as 1803 the Supreme Court clothed 
persons appointed by the President with his 
authority, saying that when they performed 
duties “ in conformity with his orders** then 
“ their acts are his acts.” In 1941 Atty. Gen. 
Jackson (later Supreme Court Justice) cited 
a long list of cases for the House Naval Af­ 
fairs Committee and said: “ The courts have re­ 
peatedly held that they will not and cannot 
require the Executive to produce. . .papers 
when in the opinion of the Executive their 
production is contrary to the public interest.” 
The courts would be even less likely to honor a 
citizen or press demand for Executive papers.

But the President has his work cut out for him 
traveling, eating, handshaking and dancing if 
the party raises $6 million in six months.

WASHINGTON - Dr. Philip 
Lee, a two • fisted physician

Dr. Lee plans to specify that 
when a university or any 
In­ 
dividual gets a government re­ 
search grant, the contract shall 
set a deadline for completion of 
the work and 
that its results 
shall be made public. 
In the past, various reports 
on auto safety were stalled. 
When researchers asked uni­ 
versities for the results 
of 
their work — results which cost 
the taxpayers several hundred 
thousand dollars — they were 
referred back to HEW. And 
When HEW was queried, the 
Inquiries were referred back 
to the university. 
Dr. Lee wants to end 
this 
merry-go-round. 
LEGAL EAGLE 
The sm artest thing the Detroit 
motor moguls did In the auto 
safety hearings was to hire 
Lloyd Cutler as their attorney. 
Cutler is a close friend 
of 
Secretary of Commerce 
John 
T • Connor, who will be entrusted 
with enforcing the safety stan­ 
dards 
if and when congress 
writes them. Connor thought so 
highly of Cutler that he wanted 
to appoint him under secretary 
of commerce. 
However, there was too much 
opposition, due to his repre­ 
sentation of powerful big busi­ 
ness clients, particularly the 
drug industry and the Swiss In- 
terhandel Cartel. It was Cut­ 
ler’s skillful maneuvering on 
behalf of the drug companies, 
including Merck and Company, 
which succeeded in pulling the 
teeth of the Kefauver Drug BUI. 
Secretary Connor at that time 
was head of Merck and Com­ 
pany, one of those who retained 
Cutler. 
Interhandel 
was the Swiss 
company which took over the as­ 
sets 
of General Aniline and 
Film , the American counter­ 
part of the Nazi Cartel I, G, 
Farben. The 
justice 
depart­ 
ment In the past had branded 
Interhandel as a blind for the 
Nazis, but Cutler helped per­ 
suade Bobby Kennedy, 
then 
attorney general, to negotiate 
a deal which sent $100 mil­ 
lion to the Swiss blind. 
Immediately after the auto­ 
mobile Industry retained Cut­ 
ler, na Ina ga bogan 
ta im* 
prove in Washington. 
Working late at night over 
the weekend, Cutler persuaded 
the 
automobile 
industry to 
change its tactics and not op­ 
pose the adm inistration's auto 
safety bill head-on. He advised 
an oblique attack instead. This 


was 
why 
the industry was 
credited with a "U turn” in 
accepting federal safety stan­ 
dards. 
Actually 
this was 
not 
the 
case. What happened was that 
Cutler got the motor moguls to 
agree to the Idea of having sec­ 
retary of commerce — at the 
moment John Connor, a form­ 
er General Motors director - 
as the man who would enforce 
safety standards. But 
Cutler 
turned around and proposed so 
many amendments against too 
much federal safety control that 
Connor, friendly as he is, will 
not have much authority. After 
all, Connor won't be In the job 
forever. 
SAFETY-BUT WHEN? 
Here are the gimmicks which 
Cutler proposed for the 
auto 
safety bill: 
AMENDMENT NO. I - Was 
"Delay.” The automobile mak­ 
e rs could appeal to the U.S. 
D istrict Court, then to the ap­ 
peals court, then to the supreme 
court, under C utler's plan, lf 
they don't like safety rulings 
by the secretary of commerce. 
AMENDMENT NO. 2 -C u tler 
proposed that the new auto safe­ 
ty law stretch the two • year 
lim it for the auto Industry to 
make design changes. 
AMENDMENT NO. 3 -C u tler 
has concocted a new formula 
for safety standards. In addi­ 
tion 
to 
reasonableness and 
practicality, 
he 
would add 
"cost” and whether the safety 
changes were "within present 
engineering and manufacturing 
a rt.” 
AMENDMENT NO. 4 - Cutler 
conceived the idea of changing 
the proposed fine of $1,000 per 
vehicle, to be assessed against 
the motor Industry for safety 
A llure, to a total of $100,000. 
This is a drastic reduction, 
since 
a 
fine 
of $1,000 per 
vehicle could run into millions 
of dollars. 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 - Cutler 
introduced Ute Idea of safety 
participation by the states. The 
states have a very diverse and 
confusing system of enforcing 
automobile safety, with many 
states having no such machin­ 
ery at all. To consult the states 
would definitely nullify federal 
attempts to automobile safety. 
Chief aim of the Cutler amend­ 
ments is to create machinery 
for 
enforcing 
safety by the 
automobile 
industry, not 
by 
the U .S. government. 
Note - Secretary 
Connor 
delivered 
a 
recent speech 
lauding Die automobile indus­ 
try on safety, despite the feet 
that U has now called 
back 
thousands of cars to adjust 
defects, and despite the fact that

WASHINGTON 
AP — Ralph 
Nader, one of the greatest pains 
in the neck the automobile in­ 
dustry ever encountered, has 
put In years analyzing the prob­ 
lem of safety in American cars 
but not much time analyzing 
himself. 
As few ever have, this tall, 
gangling, unmarried, 32-year- 
old lawyer has helped light a 
fire under Congress and the au­ 
tomakers with his criticism of 
the latter and his crusade for 
safer cars. 
He has done it with his book, 
“ Unsafe At Any Speed,” which 
hasn’t made him a fortune, and 
his statements before Congress 
and groups anxious to hear his 
attacks. 
This year Congress may pass 
a law laying down federal safe­ 
ty standards and requirements 
such as have never been im­ 
posed on the industry. The auto­ 
makers 
finally thought this 
might be worthwhile although a 
few weeks before they didn’t. 
Nader is not only not a me­ 
chanic, he doesn’t own a car. He 
has gathered his information' 
from 
various sources, like 
studies and engineering 
re­ 
ports. He often goes sleepless 
to do research and prepare his 
next day’s statements. 
The night before last, getting 
ready 
to 
appear 
before 
a 
congressional 
committee 
Wednesday he didn’t sleep at 
all. And when he arrived he had 
such a bundle of material he 
needed both arms to carry it. 
Nader, a graduate of Prince­ 
ton and Harvard Law School, 
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gave up a law practice to devote 
himself full time to this cause. 
Why? What makes him tick? 
What’s the motivation behind 
this use of his life 
for this 
crusade? 
Ask him, and he’s a little 
blank. He relishes the question. 
He grins and rubs his head and 
makes a hasty expedition back 
through his life to childhood in 
search of the answer. He can’t 
be sure. He can only guess. 
And his guess is vague. He 
thinks his parents, Lebanese 
with a restaurant in Winsted, 
Conn., were an influence but he 
can’t say how. He knows he al­ 
ways felt people should do good 
for one another. 
He called it public service. It 
didn’t involve making money. 
For some reason, trying to ex­ 
plain, he thought of the dignity 
of man and the time he was four 
years old in the Eastern Ortho­ 
dox Church his family attended. 
He was in line with a lot of 
other boys, waiting to go up and 
kiss the bishop’s hand, and he 
didn’t want to because 
he 
thought it was an indignity to 
him. Beyond that he seemed at 
a loss for his motivation about 
safe cars. 
Except for this: He said “ I 
have been interested in auto 
safety ever since my school 
days when I saw too much blood 
on the highway.” The auto in­ 
dustry’s reaction to him hasn’t 
been exactly warm. 
Henry Ford n, head of the 
Ford Motor Co., said that if 
Nader was a good engineer he 
could have a job at Ford but 
“ Frankly, I don’t think 
he 
knows very much about auto­ 
mobiles.” 
And General Motors had pri­ 
vate detectives investigate his 
life. Nader testified that after 
his book was published gum­ 
shoes followed him, quizzed his 
friends 
and 
old 
college ac­ 
quaintances about his sex life, 
asking whether he was anti- 
Semitic and if he belonged to 
any 
left-wing groups. They 
found nothing against him. 
And on an extraordinary day, 
James M. Roche, president of 
General Motors, apologized be­ 
fore a Senate committee for the 
sleuthing, explaining it was to 
find out if Nader had any con­ 
nection 
with 
damage claims 
against GM. 
Nader had traveled a lot over­ 
seas, writing about problems he 
saw, and then came home to 
concentrate 
on 
automobiles, 
believing, he said, he couldn’t 
solve 
foreign problems 
but 
might help solve some at home. 
He has other projects in mind 
when this is finished but won’t 
disclose them. One friend said 
of him: 
“ The good thing about what 
he is doing is that it shows the 
individual counts and can get 
things done. 
The old saying 
about 
individual effort--‘you 
can’t fight city hall’ — didn’t 
count in his case.”

“ Unsafe At Any Speed," which 
hasn't made him a fortune, and 
his statements before Congress 
and groups anxious to hear his 
attacks. 
This year Congress may pass 
a law laying down federal safe­ 
ty standards ami requirements 
such as have never been im­ 
posed on the industry. The auto­ 
makers

few weeks before they didn't. 
Nader Is not only not a me­ 
chanic, he doesn't own a car. He 
has gathered his Information* 
from 
various sources, like 
studies and engineering

ports. He often goes sleepless 
to do research and prepare his 
next day's statements.

Wednesday he didn't sleep at 
all. And when he arrived he had 
such a bundle of material he 
needed both arms to carry It. 
Nader, a graduate of Prince­ 
ton and Harvard Law School, 
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gave up a law practice to devote 
himself full time to this cause. 
Why? What makes him tick? 
What's the motivation behind 
this use of his life

crusade? 
Ask him, and he's a little 
blank. He relishes the question. 
He grins and rubs his head and 
makes a hasty expedition back 
through his life to childhood In 
search of the answer.
